THE GREAT HEN PROBLEM 


Prof Tharaldsen of the department of zoology of North- 


•catern University, lecturing on "heredity", settles a very an- 
ient problem, that of whether the hen antedates the egg or the 
gg antedates the hen. 


This, it should be remarked, is not a subject for flippant 


fecuasion. The ablest philosopher* of all ages have busied 
lemselve* with It, mostly without decisive results. It involves 
ie qu««tion whether the hen WAS created" "as is", and the egg 
therefore merely a link by which the original hen has renew- 
d itself in succeeding hens, or whether the egg was created 
rst, and the original hen and all succeeding hens evolved from 
tat original bit of life. It is a special creation against evolution. 


"The hen comes from the egg," Prof. Tharaldsen says. 


The hen carries new germ cells which produce other eggs and 
resumably new hens, fcut all hark back to the original germ 
»11, which we call zygote. It is the same in human beings—the 
erson dies, but the germ cell lives on in a circuit as complete 
3 eternity." 


And now if he will just tell us how that original chicken 


sll began, the whole problem, gallinaceous and human, will 
e cleared up, although it will remain as much of a mystery as 
ver why the hen runs across the road in front of an approach- 
ig automobile, when it would be far safer and less troublesome 
3 stay where she is. 


BETTER EYES 


Many youngsters enter school with defective eyesight. Poor 


:hool lighting increases eye troubles, so that at the end" of the 
ight or twelve school years there are more vision defects and 
lore serious ones than at the beginning. 


The Eyesight Conservation Council of America has a pro- 


renrfor the relief of these conditions. First of all, it suggests, 
omes must be better lighted, and this should be supplemented 
-ith intelligent and thorough supervision and care of the chil- 
ren's eyes. Here is work for lighting engineers and parents. 


Again, school illumination must be improved. Much has 


een done in recent years to secure abundant and suitable light 
i public schools, but the problem is so far from solved that the 


does well to emphasize the continued need. 


School children's eyes should be given thorough and care- 


jl examinations annually. This task need not be added to the 
ver-crowded school curriculum, but the school authorities 
lould be among those who insist that it is done by some means. 


There is one other problem to be faced. The Eyesight 


ouncil recognizes it and describes it thus : 


"There is immense inertia to be overcome and a vast 


mount 'of work to be done, principally of an educational kind, 
eforelnuch progress wjlj be nofed. There is available only a 
nail number of workers.*''

THE GREAT HEN PROBLEM 


Prof Tharaldsen of the department of zoology of North- 


•catern University, lecturing on "heredity", settles a very an- 
ient problem, that of whether the hen antedates the egg or the 
gg antedates the hen. 


This, it should be remarked, is not a subject for flippant 


fecuasion. The ablest philosopher* of all ages have busied 
lemselve* with It, mostly without decisive results. It involves 
ie qu««tion whether the hen WAS created" "as is", and the egg 
therefore merely a link by which the original hen has renew- 
d itself in succeeding hens, or whether the egg was created 
rst, and the original hen and all succeeding hens evolved from 
tat original bit of life. It is a special creation against evolution. 


"The hen comes from the egg," Prof. Tharaldsen says. 


The hen carries new germ cells which produce other eggs and 
resumably new hens, fcut all hark back to the original germ 
»11, which we call zygote. It is the same in human beings—the 
erson dies, but the germ cell lives on in a circuit as complete 
3 eternity." 


And now if he will just tell us how that original chicken 


sll began, the whole problem, gallinaceous and human, will 
e cleared up, although it will remain as much of a mystery as 
ver why the hen runs across the road in front of an approach- 
ig automobile, when it would be far safer and less troublesome 
3 stay where she is. 


BETTER EYES 


Many youngsters enter school with defective eyesight. Poor 


:hool lighting increases eye troubles, so that at the end" of the 
ight or twelve school years there are more vision defects and 
lore serious ones than at the beginning. 


The Eyesight Conservation Council of America has a pro- 


renrfor the relief of these conditions. First of all, it suggests, 
omes must be better lighted, and this should be supplemented 
-ith intelligent and thorough supervision and care of the chil- 
ren's eyes. Here is work for lighting engineers and parents. 


Again, school illumination must be improved. Much has 


een done in recent years to secure abundant and suitable light 
i public schools, but the problem is so far from solved that the 


does well to emphasize the continued need. 


School children's eyes should be given thorough and care- 


jl examinations annually. This task need not be added to the 
ver-crowded school curriculum, but the school authorities 
lould be among those who insist that it is done by some means. 


There is one other problem to be faced. The Eyesight 


ouncil recognizes it and describes it thus : 


"There is immense inertia to be overcome and a vast 


mount 'of work to be done, principally of an educational kind, 
eforelnuch progress wjlj be nofed. There is available only a 
nail number of workers.*''
